NEW DANGER SIGN 


Boston Official Says Common 
Variety Is Carrier of Viru- 
lent Germs.

PERIL IN PUBLIC PLACE. 


Boston, Mass., July 21.—[Special.]—Dr. 
John J. Muljowney of the Boston board of 
health today declared soap a cartier of viru- 
lent germs and a menace to health. 

"TI beMeve that common soap, particularly 
the sort that is used for the washing of 
utensile which are food containers, is @ car- 
rier of micro-organiams which are a menace 
to health,” he said. f 

* No animal soap should be used in clean- 
ing milk cans or other receptacles for food, 
for the greater portion of such soaps are 
made from the carcasees of diseased ani- 
mals which have been condemned by the gov- 
ernment inspectors. 

Few persons know how to use soap. 
When a milk can has been emptied it is often 
allowed to stand until the residue has hard- 
ened, then the first procedure usually is to 
fill it with hot soap suds. The action of the 
hot water upon the elbumen which adheres 
to the bottie is to coagulate it, making the- 
thorough cleaning of the utensil impossibie. 


Transmitted to Milk. 

„ Particles of the soap or soap powder used 
become lodged in the albuminous mass, and 
the impurities of the soap are thus directly 
transmitted to the milk. Milk is the moat 
perfect vehicle for the transmission of miero- 
organisms. 

“In my experience in the west, where 
much of the soap used in America fs made, 
I found that all the diseased animals which 
were condemned by the government in- 
spectors in the big packing houses were used 
in the manufacture of soap, which is a by- 
product of the meat Industry. 

“While the potash and other alkali which 
enters into the composition of soap may min- 
imize the chance of contamination, there is 
still the probability that minute atoms of 
septic matter may be retained. 

“I think that no animal soap should be 
used in the washing of food utensils. There 
are many mineral soap powders that are even 
moré powerful cleansers than the old fash- 
foned impure soap. : 

Danger in Public Places. 

„There is danger in the indiscriminate use 
ef tollet soaps in public places. Employés 
in large establishments accumulate a re- 
markable collection of micro-organisms in 
their various occupatlons and transmit thew 
to the lone dar of soap, and thence to those 
who use it subsequently. Careléss persons 
who do not rinse the accumulated lather from 
the cake after using it assist in the trans- 
misslon of these impurities. r 

In recent years] antiseptic scaps have 
been put on the market, but it haa been found 
in hospitals that a diluted solution of car- 
belic acid is more effective in cleansing the 
hands or clothing, and requires no more time 
to apply. 

“Perfumed sodape are used more for at- 
tractiveness in tollet use, although to some 
persons they seem to have an antiseptic 
value. Perfumes raise the cost of produc- 
tion considerably and are used in emall 
quantities. Some harmful essences are used 
especially in, cheap soaps. A scented soap 
will remain in good condition longer than 
unscented, not being 30 likely to become 
rancid. 

“The alr in soap makes it float. When 
making a variety that will not sink the hot 
mass that is being boiled is beaten furiously 
to work in a great deal of air, making bub- | 
bles, which, however, cannot be seen in the 
cake. It is more quickly soluble.

NEW ORDERS 10 PROTECT PEOPLE 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—{Special.]— 
According to the old adage that a “ sucker 
is born every. minute, 525,600 of them come 
to this earth during each year. 

Each of the crop which ripened to the 
plucking stage netted a profit te the swind- 
lers of $228.30 this season. At least that was 
their per capita loss, as the statement of 
Postmaster Genera! Hitchcock, made public 
today, shows that the American people were 
filched of $120,000,000 during the fiscal year. 
This is an increase of $50,00,000 over the 
aggregate of last year. 


Many Swindlers in Trap. 

The number of thoee who reaped the profite 
of the crop is not known. but 1,068 of them 
were caught while gathering the harvest. 
During the year, which ended June 30 last, 
452 of these harvesters were convicted and 
sentenced. The cases of 571 others who are 
allegéd to have been caught while making 
away with the goods are awalting flral dis- 
position. 

Neither the guckers nor their despoilers 
come from any one walk of life. According 
to Mr. Hitechcock’s report those engaged in 
the harvesting included merchants and me- 
chanics, politicians and professional men, 
paupers and millionaires. They exploked all 
sorts of schemes. but their chief means of 
work were bogus mines, fake remedies, and 
worthless lands. 


Peril Ahead to Swindlers. 

The swindlers now face lean and hungry 
years, however, as the recent ers to post- 
office inspectors will make their business both 
less profitable and more perflous to them. 

Postmaster General Hitcheock’s order to 
collect evidence that would warrant criminal 
prosecution of the swindlers gradually its 
building a wall of protection around the 
suckers. Before that the punishment was 
only a fraud order forbidding the delivery of 
mail to such operators, who worried but 
little. They merely changed their names, 
addresses, and title of their dusinesses.

CATCH FLEEING HOLDUP MEN 
AFTER REVOLVER BATTLE: 


Two Policemen Bun Down Trio Who 
Try to Rob New London Hotel Night 
Clerk and Several Guests. 


Two men who tried to hold up and rod the 
night clerk and several guests in the New 
Loncon hotel, 2001 Whbaech avenue, early 
yesterday, wert cattured acter @ running 
revolver battle with two policemen. 

The men gave the names of George Gard- 
ner, a printer, and Richard Kenntaly, @ 
clerk, A third man, who entered with mem, 
escaped when the police started in pusult 
of his compantons. 

The men waiked inte the hotel about 8 
o'clock. Rose O' Dell, the night clerk, be- 
came suspicious when they walked up to the 
desk and asked for the correct time. Sud- 
denly one of the trio, whom O' Dell later 
identified as Gardner, drew a revolver from 
his hip pocket. At the same moment O Dell 
reached under the counter and produced a 
revolver, which he aimed at Gardner and 
his two companions before Gardner could 
remove the pistol from his pocket. 

„Hands up!” shouted O' Dell. 

There was a panic among the several men 
guests. They ran for shelter to escape the 
epected bullets. The three holdup men, tak- 
ing advantage of the momentary confusion, 
dashed for the front door. O’ Dell fired twice, 
but without checking their flight. 

Policemen John Krids and Fred Leen of the 
Twenty-second street station heard the 
sound of the shots and ran to the hotel just in 
time to take up the pursult of the men. 

The highwaymen dashed out of the en- 
trance. Both policemen drew their revolvers 
and fired at the men as they ran down the 
street. The third man, whose identity his 
compapions refused to make known to the 
police, turned into an alley and disappeared. 
Gardner and Kennealy were overtaken at 
Twenty-second street and Indiana avenue, 

Residents on South Wabash avenue were 
awakened by the sound of the revolver shots 
and several partly dressed and hurried into 
the street to witness the chase.

President of Human Welfare 
League Describes Inven- 
tion for Help of 


Youth. 


New York, June 21,—[Special.}—Robert C. 
Auld, author and president of the Human 
Welfare league, thinks his newly invented 
“ erometer"’ will solve the vexing problem 
ot when are we in love.“ 

By the use of this machine, Mr. Auld says, 
the doubting young maiden may decide for 
herself the vital question simply by dining 
with or talking to the man who she thinks 
ie her ideal. 


Auld Explains His Machine. 

“The name is derived from ‘ Eros,’ love, 
and meter, measure, Mr. Auld gays in ex- 
plaining his machine. It is literally a love 
tester. It is made in the form of a bracelet, 
smooth and hollow, like a tube bent into u 
ring. It may be adjusted to fit tightly over 
the wrist of any man or woman. 

“Inside the hollow tube is a tiny slip of 
paper, and an electric needle which responds 
to every deviation of thé pulse, whether 
above or below normal. Now it is known 
that a caress, a compliment, or even the 
mere presence of a beloved object sends the 
pulse leaping upward. Therefore, if a gir! is 
doubtful whether a certain young man really 
affects her emotionally, all she has to do is 
to put on the bracelet and go out to lunch 
with him. 

On her return she draws off the brace- 
let, extracts from its hollow depths the 
small slip of paper, scored with the minute 
record of the needle, and places it under a 
microscope. Then she can literally measure 
the height and depth of her affection.” 


Believes Affinity Theory. 

It was suggested to Mr. Auld that he had 
made his test purely a physical one and he 
was asked if love might not manifest itself 
in other ways. 

„ Assuredly,”’ he replied. ‘“‘ The poets and 
romanticists, with their theories of spiritual 
affinity. are repeating a world old truth.

The bill also bas been introduced in the 


‘penate and will be given a hearing by the 


committee on interstate commerce Tuesday. 
The Borland bill, it is declared, would rod 
the interstate commerce commission of every 
vestige of executive power. Members of 
congress who advocate government super- 
vision of the railways assert its passage 
would make the commission an ad visor; 
body entirely. It is the genera) sentiment 
that the Borland bill would as completely 
pullify the authority of the commission as 
the legislation proposed by the “railway” 
genators in 1906, which was designed prac- 
tically to eliminate the interstate commerce 
commission as a factor to be reckoned with. 


Provides for Rehearing. 

The Borland bill provides for a rehearing 
of cases decided by the interstate commerce 
commission, Its effect would be so sweep- 
ing that two hearings would be necessary for 
practically all cases, as the bill is worded to 
cover appeals by either the railways or the 
ehippers. 

Since the decision of the United States 
Supreme court a few weeks ago in the Proc- 
ter & Gamble case that the interstate com- 
merce commission is the final tribuna] in 
matiers involving appeal by the shippers, 
the tap line interests have beem trying to get 
some such legislation through. 

The lumber companies realize that when 
the interstate commerce commission un- 
earthed their indirect system of rebating by 
securing divisions with the railways on 
through rates for their lumber transporta- 
tion and ordered it abolished, the order was 


made final by the decision of the Supreme 


court. 


Seek to Rob of Authority. 

They are unable to get the case into court 
again for a rehearing. and realize that they 
vill have to comply with the commission's 
order unless they succeed in obtaining the 
passage of legislation shearing the commis- 
gion of its authority. 

The lumber companies operating plants 
at some distance from the main line of a 
railroad, end which had previously operated 
Private lines to the railroad and enjoyed fat 
division of the through rate for the service 
performed, are now forced to be content with 
an equitable compensation if they are con- 
sidered common carriers, and otherwise no 
compensation at ail Their annual income 
was thus reduced by some $2,500,000. 

An enormous lobby is being maintained. 
fm Washington, it is said, to secure by some 
means congressional action to permit a re- 
establishment of this practice. 

The first attempt was made when Repre- 
sentative Brousserd of Louisiana introduced 
a bill which, it was belleved, would accom- 
plish their purpose. This bill went so far .n 
its proposed reduction of the interstate com- 
merce commission to an adwisory body that 
it became apparent it would meet a natura! 
death in the committee room. 


Borland Bill Then Born. 

The Borland bill was then born. The bill 
provides that only questions of lew, and not 
those of fact, shall be reviewed. This, it is 
claimed, is equitable, as the commission is 
nominally an executive and legislative body 
and is subject to errors from a judicial stand- 
poin:. 

It is pointed out. however. by congressmen 
who have been following the developments 
in the tap-line case that the real effect of 
ihe bili would be to cover all questions, as 
there are facts involved in every case which 
are admitted. and points of law which are 
disputed, and these may-be made the grounds 
for an appeal under the Boriand bill. 

It is claimed that the passage of the Bor- 
land bin Would be as destructive to the inter- 
ests of the shippers of the country as the 
railroad legislation proposed in 1906. 

This makes the situation a rather peculiar 
one, as the bill is being advocated by the 
shippers, not the railroads. The shippers 
represented—the lumber intereste—-are 60 
small a part of the shippers throughout the 
country, however, that it is declared the 
other shippers, when they become aware of 
the jeopardy of their intereste, will protest 
so vigorousty against the proposed legislation 
that public sentiment will insure its defeat.

the various states is the purpose of the bu- 
reau. 

Ifa legislature is considering the passage 
of a child labor law the children’s bureau will 
supply all existing information on the sub- 
ject, so that the measure may be drafted in 
its most effective form. The same will apply 
to congressional legislation. although, on ac- 
count of the nature of the questions in- 
volved, there will be more association with 
the law making bodies of the various states. 

Bulletins will be issued from time to time 
giving information and advice for the re- 
duction of infant mortality and other matters 
investigated by the bureau. Much of the 
legislation on subjects covered by the new 
bureau will be enacted as soon as the ful! 
extent of the information concerning them 
becomes known to the state legislatures, in 
the opinion of Mr. Merriam. 


Will Urge Needed Laws. 
“There is no reguiarity in the birth and 


‘death registration laws in the different states. 


for instance,“ Mr. Merriam declared. There 
is no opposition to baving these laws uni- 
form, and every reason why they should be. 
The state legislatures simply are not in- 
formed of thé need for such laws. We shall 
supply this information and advocate the 
necessary legislation. 

“Some of the problems connected with 
children have been worked out satisfactorily 
in certain towns and states, while the other 
sections of the country are not given the op- 
portunity of becoming familiar with these 
eolutions and applying them. 

In the matter of desertion. little attempt 
is made to enforce the law and prevent these 
cases in most parts of the country. When a 
man leaves his wife with several children 
dependent upon her he can be brought back, 
but in most instances his wife has no idea 
where he has gone. 

“A system of publishing pe SE ae the 
country an accurate description of wife de- 
serters has been developed in some cities and 
has proved successful. There is no reason 
why the same should not be done throughout 
the country.”

There is; however, considerable opposi- 
tion to any action at this time. The manu- 
facturers of patented artſeles have been 
busy seeking to avért the threatened blow. 
Every member of congress has received let- 
ters from the hardware dealers of his dis- 
trict asking him to oppose the Oldfield bil! 
The committee voted a favorable report by 
only a bare majority. 

Even President Taft yielded to the pres- 
sure brought by the opposition. 

The enactment. ot such a law originally 
was urged by Commissioner of Patents 


Moore with the express approval of the 


president. Then when the patent commit- 
tee of the house had the hearings on the 
bill under way Mr. Taft sent to congress a 
message in which he recommended that 
no- legislation be enacted now but that a 
commission be appointed to study the ques- 
tion. This would have produced a delay 
of several years. 


Sherman Law Defied. 

The adwocates of the legislation asvert that 
under cover. of the patent law the Sherman 
anti-trust law is being defied and that cor- 
poration» are turning in that direction to 
escape the charge of conspiracy to fix prices. 

The bathtub trust effected its monopoly 
uncer what it regarded as its patent rights. 
The electric lamp trust, which Attomey Gen- 
eral Wickersham says he broke up, fixed the 
retail price and blacklisted dealers who cut 
prices. 

The Dick company requires the purchaser 
of one of ite copying machines to use only 
the ink sold by the Dick companr, the excuse 
being that best results are obtained there- 
by. The Supreme court by a vote of five to 
three upheld the right of the Dick company 
to enforce this requirement. 

In a strong dissenting opinion, Chief Jus- 
tice White asserted that the establishment 
of such a right under the patent law is 
fraught with incalculable danger to the in- 
terests of the people as a whole. 


Would Mean Extortion. 

He pointed out that it would be possible 
for the manufacturers of patented articles 
to dictate what the purchasers of their prod- 
ucts should wear and eat, and that thus it 
would be possible indirectly to extort un- 
reasonable prices from consumers. 

The attorney general is seéking to obtain 
from the Supreme court a rehearing of his 
case in the hope of winning a reversal of the 
decision. 

The evil of which the chief justice com- 
plained would be wiped out by the enactment 
of the Oldfield bill. The compulsory license 
provision of the bill is intended to prevent 
trusts and other corporations from purchas- 
ing patent rights and then locking them up 
without making use of them in order to pro- 
tect their products from competition.

Private Property Natural to Man. 

‘ft is useless for the soclallets to urge 
that God gave the earth to ell men; that, 
therefore, it should be a common possession; 
for this Goes not mean that some men cannot 
make portions of the es th their own by 
vecupation and labor, and tha! all men duo 
not participate in the truits produced by 
others. 

No, private property is naturai to man. 
This {s the eommon opinion of men since tne 
world began. It has been incorporated into 
the civil laws of all nations, ard God himself 
has given to it his own sanction when trom 
the heights of Sinai he declared Thou 
sbalt not steal: thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor’s land, nor hig house, nor his ox, 
nor anything else that is his.’ 

*‘ Socialism will not succeed in destroying 
nature. Its false promises of terrestial para- 
dise, of a land flowing with milk and honey, 
where justice, and peace, and happiness 
reign supreme, can never be realized upon 
earth. Sin and its consequences—poverty 
and misery, sicknees anddeath—will not be 
obliterated from the socialists’ Utopia. If 
this visionary theory could be reduced to 
practice, state absolutiem would again bring 
back to the world the slavery and the igno- 
nance and the crime of paganism which 
Christianity has banished from the earth. 


Destroys Love of Country. 

Socialism is unpatriotic. It alms to de- 
stroy all constituted civil authority. The lib 
erty of opportunity and personal initiative 
guaranteed by human government it would 
crush out by its deadening doctrine of abso- 
Inte equality. 
indignation against the powers odged in the 
constitution and in the judiciary, its attacks 
against leadere in civil life, are evidences 
of its anarchistic aims and purposes. With 
it love of country would cease to rouse the 
patriotism of the patriot . 

“ Socialism is un-American and is opposed 
to the Declaration of Independenée, which 
sets torth not only that all men are created 
equal but also that they are endowed by their 
Creatow withi certain inalienable rights, 
among which are Hfe, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness. The absolute or ultra- 
equality which socialism seeks in place of the 
equality of opportunity would destroy the 
liberty to make the best of the God-given 
powers by each individual. 

At present in addition to the equality of 
opportunity there ie also the full liberty to 


Thie full liberty to develop would de de- 
stroyed if absolute equality were maintained 
in accordance with socialistic theory. 


Zulogises Religion and Home. 

Worst of all, socialism would take from 
the laboring man the things he needs most 
religion and home. In vain did the framers 
of the national pletform of the Socialist 
party of America declare ‘ Religion is a pri- 
vate matter.” and that Socialism has noth- 
ing to do with any religion.’ The declara- 
tion was hypocritical, for the debate thar 
preceded its adoption showed the purpose of 
the nonreligious plank was simply to get 
votes. 

To say socialism is merely an economic 
theory is to treat it in the abstract. Those 
who do so are severely condemned by Belfort 
Bax, probably the most eminent exponent of 
socialism today, for throwing dust in the 
eyes of the laboring man. Socialism, he 
teaches, is materialistic. It removes from 
man his trust in God and his providence and 
places it in himself. It regards all the woes 
of the world as coming from the present 
social order.

COAL MINED IN THIS STATE 
IN YEAR WORTH $59,503,278; 


Illinois Produced 53,679,118 Short 
Tons in 1911; Sangamon and Wil- 
liamson Counties 5,000,000 Each.

Washington, D. C.. July 21.—{Special.]— 
Coal mined in Illinois in 1911 was worth near- 
ly $60,000,000, over $7,000,000 more than that 
mined ehe year before, according to a report 
issued today by Fdward W. Parker of the 
United States geological survey. 

This coal was produced in fifty-one coun- 
ties, the report recites, or exactly half of 
the 102 counties of the state, more coal pro- 
ducing counties than in any other state in 
the union. Two counties produced over 5,000. - 
000 tons each. 

There has been little or no trouble from 
strikes in Dllinoie during the past year, 
according to the report. The 76.000 miners 
employed worked on an average of 188 days, 
and the average production of each man was 
701 tons. 

The coal mined in Illinois in 1911 amounted 
to 53,679,116 short tons, with a value at the 
mines of $59,508,278. These figures, compared 
with those of the year previous, show an in- 
crease in tonnage of 7,778,872 tons, and in 
value of $7,007,381.

Milwaukee, Wis., 
Debs, candidate tot president on the Social- 
ist ticket, addressing a meeting here today, 
outlined his views of present political con- 
ditions and ‘contrasted the principles and 
purposes of the different political parties. 

He declared that the Republican and 
Democratic parties. were representative of 
the’ capitalistic class and tle Socialist party 
alone represented the working: class. 
The great capitalists: are all coneerva- 
tives, standpatters; they have a strangle 
nold upon the situation with no intention of 
relaxing their grip, said Mr. Debs. -“* Taft 
and Roosevelt are their candidates. It may 
be objected that Roosevelt is a ‘progressive.’ 
That is mere buncombe. Roosevelt was 
president almost eight years and his record 
is known. When he was in office and had 
the power he did none of the things, nor at- 
tempted to do any of the things he is now 
talking about so wildly, 


None Candidate of Workers. 

Woodrow Wilson is no more the candi- 
date of the working class than is Mr. Tait 
or Mr. Roosevelt; neither of them has ever 
been identified with the working class except 
when their votes were wanted, or would 
dare avow himself the candidate of the work- 
ing class. 

The vital tssue before the country and 
the world is not ſouched nor even mentioned 
in the Republican or Democratic platforms. 
Wage sla very under capitalism, the legalized 
robbery of the workers of what is produced 
by their labor, is the fundamental crime 
againet modern humanity, but there is no 
room for the menticn of this vital fact, this 
living issue, in the platforms of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties. 

These parties have been in power all these 
years. Why have they not settled thetariff 
and the currency and such other matters as 
make up their platform pledges? 

In contrast with these impotent, corrupt, 
and senile capitalist parties, without princi- 
ples and without ideals, stands the virile 
young working class party, the Interna- 
ttona! Socialist party of the world. The only 
party which honestly represents the working 
class in this campaign and the only party 
that has a moral right to appeal to the alle- 
giance and support of the workers and pro- 
ducers of the nation. 


Party of Human Emancipation. 

It is the twentieth century party of hu- 
man emancipation. It stangs for a world- 
wide democracy, for the freedom of every 
man, woman, and child, and for the civiliza- 
tion of all mankind.

Slayer Escapes After Firing Second 
Shot Outside of Place. 


Joseph MeNeir, already seriously wounded 
below the heart, tried yesterday to raise an 
armed siege of Enright & Thompson's saloon 
at 768 West Van Buren street. He suc- 
ceeded, but lost his life in the attempt. 

Thomas Hallen, who now is sought by the 
police, entered the saloon shortly after noon. 
A dozen men were standing at the bar. Hal- 
ley approached McNeir, who was unarmed, 
and dared him to come out. The two men, 
who are members of unions, had been quar- 
reling for two cays. 


Shoots Victim in the Side. 

MoNeir refused to leave the saloon: Halley 
drew a big revolver from under his coat and 
shot MeNeir in the side. Then Halley backed 
toward the door, keeping the men covered, 
say ing he wquid shoot any one who followed 
him. He saw MeNelir fall and, thinking him 
dead, went out. 

McNeir at length was able to rise, and one 
of his companions etarted.for a doctor, but 
e giance out of the window showed the men 
in the saloon that they were besieged. They 
tried to call the police by telephone, but the 
instrument was out of order. 

For nearly an hour they waited. Then 
McNeir, saying he would die if he did not 
reach a doctor, left the saloon. He was hold- 
Ing his hand against his side to stop the flow 
of blood. \ 

The men rushed to the windows. McNeir 
had not tottered four steps from the door 
before they saw Halley raise his revolver, 
level it at MeNeir, and fire. 


Find McNeir Shot Dead. 

Still McNeir did not fall, but tottered on, 
The men in the saloon thought Halley had 
missed his aim. Halley was fleeing from the 
scene, and the witneeges of the crime ran 
from the saloon to help MeNeir. They found 
him a few steps from the door. He had been 
instantly killed. The police were called, but 
Halley had escaped. 

MeNeir lived at 326 South Center avenue.

Demonstration Organized by Sylvia 
Pankhurst Scene of Wild Disorder

LONDON, July 21.—A suffraget demon- 
stration in Finsbury park, organized by Sy!- 
via Pankhurst. the younger of the two 
daughters of Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, 
ended in a riot. 

Ten thousand persons surrounded the four 
platforms from which addresses were made. 
It was obvious from the outset that a major- 
ity of those in attendance were hostile to the 
cause. The insistence of the women orators 
in continuing their: speeches in defiance of) 
the hooting. and cheering. and singing event- 
ually aroused the anger of the rows and led 
to fighting. 

The people were thrown down in successive 
rushes, and many women and children were 
with difficulty reacued from being trampled 
under the feet of the mob.

If the senate nad the house, at times, feel 
the pressure of the executive, it is generally, 
if not always, their own fault, a fault, per- 
haps, inherent in their composition and po- 
Jitical relations, but a fault just the same. 
Dodging responsibility is a safer and easier 
exercise for the many headed legislature 
than for the single headed executive. That 
is why the people seeking control, seeking 
direct responsibility, have turned more and 
more to the executive and have little patience 
with academic theories of executive usur- 
pation. They do not propose to turn their 
will loose to be lost in the convolutions of 
congressional methods, at least any more 
than our system compels. Experience has 
taught them that it is the executive and not 
the legislature which is their effective au? 
responsible representative in all matters of 
common concern. 3

Now, a baby cannot drink forty-hour old 
milk, and that milk warm. It means death. 
So the mother gives her baby evaporated 
milk or condensed milk or baby food. And 
she’s wise. To tell her to give her baby fresh 
milk when she bas no way to keep it cool 
is foolish, and she knows it. Evaporated 
milk, condensed milk, and baby foods are 
sterile when the can is opened, else ther 
cannot be used at all. Starting with a 
sterile product, the baby will use up the 
can before it gets badly spoiled, even though 
the weather is hot. 

These foods are not perfect foods—far 
from it—but they afe not rotten, and they 
will not rot before the day is over, and that 
is more than can be said of bottled and 
dipped milk on a hot day in a hot room.

But bottled milk kept cold is bette? for 
baby, by far, than evaporated or condensed 
milk or prepared baby foods. Therefore, a 
cheap, home made icebox and a piece of ice 
means the baby can have milk. It means 
other things, and some of these are impor- 
tant, but the thing that counts most is—cold 
milk for the baby. 

We read about tuberculin testing and tu- 
bercular cows, about typhoid milk and milk- 
borne septic.sore throat, but spoiled milk 
is the slayer. The one slain there and the 
two yonder, by these other milk-borne dis- 
eases, do not amount to anything in com- 
parison with the hundreds killed by spoiled 
milk this week and another hundred last 
week, and soon untfi the cold weather comes.

One man who lives next 
tc this ditch buys cattle and keeps them for 
awhile and then ships them to the stock 
yards, where they are sold for beef, and large 
quantities of the milk are sold to a dairy man. 
These cows drink this filthy water, in fact, 
seem to prefer it to the clear water, Is it 
safe to drink this milk or eat this beef? 


REPLY. 

1. Such a ditch certainly receives typhoid bacilit 
from the people in the town which it drains. Mcst 
of these becteria die. Such a ditch can spread 
typhoid through files, through milk, through 
vegetables, and thecugh seepage into nearby wells. 

2. The milk might de infected from the cows 
standing in the stream. The cows drinking the 
sewage would not contract typhoid nor pass the 
germs into their milk. If it does not make the cows 
sick it will not hurt the beef made from them. 
Write to the state board of health, Springfield, 
III., and aek it, to see that the sewage is purified 
before it is poured into this ditch. It is contrary 
to law to discharge sewage 30 as io creace a 
nuisance or to harm the neighbors.

TROUBLE OVER AN APARTMENT. 

Chicago, July 12.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.]—Could the landlord of, a 
two flat building hold me to my lease when 
he has repeatedly refused, point blank, to 
rid the flat of vermin (mice and bedbugs)? 
I will have been in the flat one and a haif 
years this coming October, and for the last 
six months have found it almost unbear- 
able. I have two babies, who are the prin- 
cipal sufferers on account of the mice. The 
landlord lives downstairs, and admittedly 
has both mice and bedbugs, and had them 
before we moved in. He, however, has a 
dog, which drives the mice up into our 
flat and into the basement. The mice are 
very destructive. 

How much notice should I give to the 
landlord that I am going to move? I have 
already told tim that 1 would move if he 
did not at least assist in driving out the 
vermin. I have failed in my endeavor to 
drive them out. 

He threatens suit for damages to two 
ceilings in his flat caused by rain having 
come into my flat—once during a rainstorm 
which came up in our absence from the 
flat, and once at night, when we were all 
asleep. His contention is thut all windows 
should always be shut, even though we ab- 
sent ourselves from the flat for only a short 
while. The ceilings, he claims, will have 
to be taken down and replastered. This 
threatened suit is just as apt to be brought 
whether I stay or not. S. 1.8. 

It is impossible to advise you without knowing 
what are the terms of your lease. Unless the lease 
has some provision in regard to vermin and mice 
you cannot force the landlord to remedy this condl- 
tion and it ig not a ground for moving out. 

If you have a lease you are liable for the rent for 
the term of the lease. If you have no lease for a 
definite term and pay rent by the month you can 
move out by giving the landiord thirty days’ writ- 
ten notice on your next rent day that you are going 
to move.

Economical Housekeeping. 


Baked Eggs. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE devices for baking or shirring eggs are 
many, including that of baking them in the 
shell by electricity, and baking them Ona 
hot rock by the sun. The greatest poet of 
the eighteenth century said, “ The vulgar 

boil, the learned roast, an egg.“ Pe 

Baked Eggs I.—A dainty way to bake eggs 
fs to cover the shirrer or saucer in which they 
are cooked with the finest of bread crumbs, to 
slip in the egg so as not to disturb these, then 
to sprinkle it with these finest of crumbs and 
a bit of butter, and bake. Or it may be cooked 
absolutely plain and seasoned after it is baked. 

Baked Eggs II.— In looking through some old 

hand written recipes recently I came across the 
following for baked éggs: Grease a baking 
‘plate, break into it the required number of eggs, 
taking care not to break the yolks, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, and place on each egg 
a thin slice of butter. Some people use old 
saucers, breaking two eggs in each, and serve 
without changing. 
a 
Baked Eggs III.—Six eggs, a scant teaspoon 
of butter, pepper and salt. Heat the baking 
dish, and butter the bottom and sides care- 
fully. Place the tablespoon of butter in the 
bottom of the dish, break the eggs and pour 
them into the dish one at a time. Pepper and 
salt them, and bake in a hot oven only until 
they are set. 

Shirred Eggs au Miroir; Eggs in Cocotte 
(Mrs. Janet McKenzie Hill.)—Eggs poached in 
a dish are said to be shirred; when the eggs 
are basted with melted butter during the cook- 
ing to give them a glossy, shiny appearance, 
the dish is called au miroir. Often the eggs 
are served in the dish in which they are cooked; 
at other times, especially where several are 
cooked in the same dish, they are cut with a 
round paste cutter and served on croutons or 


on a garnish. 


— 

Egge are shirred in flat dishes, in cases of 
china, or paper, or in cocottes. A cocotte is 
a small earthen saucepan with a handle, stand- 
ing on three feet. These are usually of Sarre- 
guemines ware. ; „„ ere 

The china cases are in various styles; some 
are provided with a saucer upon which the case 
rests for serving. When paper cases ne lg 
a second larger case receives the case in which 
the egg is cooked, | 

Mix two tablesponfuls each of bread crumbs 
and .chopped chicken or ham (or use bread 
alone) with eream to make a batter; season 
with salt and pepper. Line a ttered cocotte 
or case (china or paper) with batter, break an 
egg into the dish, and if desired, cover with 
batter: bake on folded paper in a dish con- 
taining hot water, until the egg is set.

From present indicagions we are 
quite a long way from a domestic basis yet, 
and the opportunity presented for marketing 
our wheat in competition with other export- 
ing countries is hailed with satisfaction’ by } 
exporters and dealers generally. With no 
aveculative efforts to lift prices contrary to 
legitimate conditions, a revival of the export 
trade is looked for.
